GENEVA, June 23.—Strong ex- 
pectation exists today—and not only 
at American headquarters—that the 
next forty-eight hours, or less, will 
witness the appearance of an entirely 
new British plan for limitation of 
naval armaments. If this time limit 
proves too short, then such a plan 
may be expected as soon as the Brit- 
ish delegates are convinced that the 
declarations read by W. C. Bridge- 
man, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
at Monday’s opening session, will 
never be accepted by the United 
States; that the Americans, in fact, 
consider them ‘‘illegal,’’ even for dis- 
cussion at the present conference. 
The Executive Committee holds its 
second meeting tomorrow morning, 
after which both Mr. Bridgeman and 
Lord Cecil have been asked to re- 
ceive the international press. Some 
inkling of. the new plan may then 
be forthcoming. 

May Accept American Views. 


No indication of what it will con- 
tain has yet been forthcoming, but 
the prevalent idea is that, after all, 
Britain will agree to the principle of 
the ratio at Washington and intends 
to indie er willingness to discuss 
the present problems on a total ton- 
nage basis. 

If the turgid atmosphere of the 
conference is thus cleared, then 
Chairman Gipson will call another 
plenary session—possibly by Monday 
—for another public airing of the en- 
tire situation. 

So far in the conference program 
the American delegation, aside from 
its preliminary instructions, has had 
an absolutely free hand. No cable- 
grams have poured in from the State 
Department to disturb the Gibsonian 
serenity, no press reports from the 
United States have given the Amer- 
ican Admirals any cause other than 
for rejoicing that some opinion is 
solidly supporting them. 

Thus the feeling has grown in the 
other delegations, particularly the 
British, that America has not the 
slightest intention to discuss any- 
thing beyond the terms of President 
Coolidge’s invitation. One foreign 
observer said today: 

‘It’s heads America wins and tails 


the others lose. If the conference 
succeeds, America gets what - she 
came for—her own program. If it 
fails, then she can make.the clearest 
report possible to the disadvantage 
of the other powers.’ ,

MOSCOW, June 23.—Is Russia re- 
verting, or has she reverted already, 
tothe acute revolutionary period of

her off from intercourse abroad? is 
the question confronting foreign 
diplomats and observers here today. 

The apparent facts of the case 
would make for an affirmative an- 
swer. 

There have been a numberof arbi- 
trary executions in a manner typical 
of the old Cheka and remiiniscent of 
the “Black August” of. 1918, when 
the attempted assassination of Lenin 
cost 500 former nobles their lives in 
Moscow and Petrograd. There have 
been arrests throughout the country 
among the bourgeoisie, the former 
— and former imperial sol- 

ers 

Yet Tue New Yore TIMES corre- 
spondent is convinced that this is but 
a temporary phase; that the clock 
has not been set back and the social 
adjustment of the past six years 
ruthlessly discarded.

The message, which amounts to an 
ultimatum to Hankow, demands the 
eviction of Michael Borodin, its Rus- 
sian adviser, from China forthwith. 

The message was written in Chinese

made by Chiang’s secretary with the 
help of the two American correspon- 
dents and one Danish corespondent 
aboard the train which left Soochow 
this morning. 

Feng Yu-siang’s firm stand against 
communism clarifies. Nanking’s 
Northern offensive:congiderably, and 
Chiang Kai-shek is returning to Nan- 
king, after five: days at the front, in 
the rõe of the conquering young 
leader who hé®*again made an out- 
standing stroke toward the cause of 
the unification of China.

Bert Acosta, the pilot, and ‘‘Doc’’ 
Kinkade, Wright engineer climbed 
into the cockpit and the motors were 
started. Kinkade smiled broadly as 
their full-throated roar was heard. 
They sounded al] right to him. Kin- 
kade conditioned Byrd’s motors be- 
fore his start from Spitzbergen to 
the North Pole. 

Both Lindbergh’s and Chamberlin’s 
planes were hauled to the end of the 
runway by an automobile truck, but 
Acosta opened up his motors and 
taxied in only five minutes to the 
incline where the flight is to start. The 
plane was followed by the crowd, 
and many automobiles also kept pace 
behind it. More: flashlights went off 
along the path, some of them very 
close to the plane. 

The plane was turned around and 
pulled part way up the incline, which 
was built to cut down the necessary 
run by several hundred yards by 
ge the plane quicker momentum.

Rainstorm Scatters Crowds. 


The rainstorm which had been 
threatening for some time broke over 
the field at 9:45 o’clock and the 
crowd scurried for automobiles, 
while the reporters and photogra- 
phers ran for protection into the 
hangar. With the first rain the 
lights in the hangar went out, and 
telegraph instruments stopped their 
clicking for a moment unti] they 
could resume with the aid of pocket 
flashlights. 

During the storm Lieutenant No- 
ville and Grover A. Whalen made a 
trip to the America and found over 
a dozen patrolmen and mechanics 
holding the plane’s tail down. Finally 
‘“‘Doc’’ Kinkade lashed the plane's 
elevator up by tying it to the steer- 
ing wheel of his automobile, thus 
preventing the plane from being 
moved by the wind. 


Wind Threatens Plane.

He jumped 
into one of the pilot’s seats, looked

“My air speed indicator began to 
climb,’’ Kinkade said, ‘‘and the ship 
Began to sway. As the wind hit one 
side of the wing and then the other

on chem. As a matter of fact, I was 
flying her at forty-five to fifty miles 
an hour, with the ailerons effective, 
when one side of the ship went up I 
pulled her down and leveled her off.’’ 

The wind soon subsided and the 
storm passed as quickly at it ar- 
rived. But for a few minutes it 
looked as if the America was going 
to start somewhere without any help 
but for the winds. . 

The three motors of the plane were 
covered with tarpaulins. At times 
during the storm the wind indicator 
in the plane showed that a gale of 
forty-five miles an hour was blowing.

Acosta made the full load test a few 
days ago when the plane carried a 
total load of more than seven tons in 
practically no breeze. Such con- 
ditions prevail at the field for about 
thirty minutes before sunrise. 


Plane Inspected Again. 

As the weather reports grew in- 
creasingly favorable during the day, 
Kinkade and Lieutenant Noville 
went over the plane once more. All 
the oil, fifty-four gallons, was poured 
into the engine nks and twenty 
drums of gasoline were trucked to 
the head of the runway. Six hundred 
gallons already were aboard. The 
ninety-five-galion wing tank was full 
and several hundred more gallons 
had been placed aboard in five-gal- 
lon tanks and a hundred had been 
stored in the big tank. About 700 
more remained to be pumped in at 
the runway. 

Lieutenant Lawrence Curtin, the 
navigator of the ill-fated Sikorsky 
— which, piloted by Captain Rene 

onck, crashed last Fall near the 
spot from where the America will 
take off, arrived by air from Wash- 
ington early in the afternoon. He 
flew down to look over the Byrd 
ship.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, June 23 
().—Flying from Vienna through 
wind and rain Clarence D. Chamber- 
lin and Charles A. Levine arrived 
here late this afternoon to find that 
the people of Prague, who had 
awaited them by the thousands for 
many long hours, had all gone back 
to their work or play, having given 
up hope of seeing the American 
transatlantic fliers today. 

All morning the roads swarmed 
with automobiles and pedestrians. 
The city was gay with American and 
French flags. Officials of the Gov- 
ernment waited patiently at the air- 
drome for the fliers. Shortly after 
noon it was announced that the 
Americans would not fly today and 
that the regular celebrations had 
been abandoned, so the crowds went 
home. 

When the news finally came from 
Vienna at 4:40 P. M. that they had 
taken off, only a few officials had 
time to hurry to the field, for the 
flight required less than two hours. 
The President of the Aero Club, the 
Mayor and the Secretary of the 
American Legation were among 
those who welcomed them. 

The airmen proceeded to the Amer- 
ican Legation. The news of their ar- 
rival spread rapidly and soon the 
streets were filled with the cheer- 
ing Czechs. The municipality has re- 
served the entire floor of a hotel for 
the airmen and their wives and 
others who followed them by train. 

The American Minister, Lewis Ein- 
stein, gave the airmen a _ hearty 
greeting and then introduced them 
to the Diplomatic Corps.

WILL STICK TO AVIATION 


He Takes Short Crulse on the 
Sylph—Plans to Fiy Here 
Today or Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh will devote his 
life to his greatest ambition, the de- 
velopment of commercial aviation in 
the United States, Secretary Hoover 
stated today after the transatlantic 
flier had spent several hours confer- 
ring with advisers following his ar- 
rival here from Dayton, Ohio, this 
morning, in a fast army plane. 

Just how Colonel Lindbergh will 
apply his talents and fame has not 
been decided and probably will not 
be until he is ready to leave New 
York, whither he will go either late 
tomorrow afternoon or Saturday 
morning, according to present plans. 
He intends to take his time about 
deciding his course and is apparently 
determined not to become involved 
in any enterprise that would cast 
discredit either upon himself or upon 
the Government.

The confer- 
ence continued in the evening until 
Colonel Lindbergh went to bed at the 
home of Mr. Hoover, who started for 
New Orleans this afternoon to study 
the Mississippi flood situation. 


Has Signed No Contract. 


The definite statement was made 
that Colonel Lindbergh has not 
signed any contract to enter a part- 
nership or business. It does not now 
seem likely that he will enter the 
Government service in spite of vari- 
ous attempts to enlist him. His 
friends and advisers believe he will 
be far more useful in a private enter- 
prise where he could also assist the 
Government by employing his argu- 
ments and vivid personality to stimu- 
late commercial and other aviation. 

As Colonel Lindbergh is deeply in- 


terested in the development of air 
ports, it was tentatively decided to- 
day that he should soon undertake a 
lecture tour of the country, visiting 
especially those cities where airports 
are necessary for furtherance of the 
program worked out by the civil and 
military air —

Calls Situation ‘Tortare’ as Men 
Must Go to Death House 
in a Week.

BOSTON, June 23.—With but one 
week remaining before Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti are to be 
removed from the Dedham jail to the 
death house in Charlestown. State 
Prison, the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee issued a statement to- 
night deploring the fact that Gov- 
ernor Fuller has not yet granted the 
two men a respite and terming the 
situation as a “cruel torture.””

STRATON DEFENDS 
HEALING SERVICES 


He Denies Resigning Deacons’ 
Charge of “‘Pentecostalism” 
at Calvary Baptist. 


ASSERTS HE WILL CARRY ON 


He Calls Opponents Agitators and 
Malicontents, Ridjculing Their 
Assertion of “Gag Rule.’’ 


The Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton, 
pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, 
denied yesterday the charge of five 
resigning Deacons of the church that 
h had been leaning toward ‘‘Pente- 
costalism.”’ 

**Pentecostalism,’’ the latest tech- 
nical term in the lexicon of theologi- 
cal controversy, is not yet in the lay 
dictionaries. According to the Dea- 


cons who taxed the preacher with 
‘‘Pentecostalism’’ in their announce- 
ment of resignation, the word refers 
to a form of worship in which the 
members of the congregation permit 
themselves to enter a state of wild 
excitement bordering on hysteria, 
some times on fr Shouting, 
leaping, grovelling, violent muscular 
tremors and sometimes rigidity are 
among its manifestations. he high- 
est form of it, however, is an out- 
pourin of unintelligible speech, 
which considered a specia] mani- 
festation of holiness. 

This state is called ‘‘Pentecostal- 
ism’’ because of the description of 
occurrences at the Feast of Pente- 
cost in Chapter II of The Acts of the 
Apostles in the New Testament. The 
sixth verse of this chapter, consid- 
ered the foundation of ‘‘Pentecostal- 
ism’”’ is as follows: 

“‘And they were filled with the Hol 
Ghost, and they began to speak wi 
divers tongues, according as the Holy 
Ghost gave them to speak.”’ 


He Defends Healing Services. 


Dr. Straton denied that he was a 
‘‘Pentecostalist” or that he approved 
of “‘Pentecostalism’’ and denied that 
it was making any inroads into Cal- 


vary Baptist Church. The wild scenes 
described were ‘‘caricatures’’ of what 
actually occurred, according to Dr. 
Straton. He defended the Monday 
night hea:ing services and said that 
only two things had occurred at 
them ‘‘that were capable of misun- 
derstanding, even by prejudiced and 
spiritually ignorant people.”’ 

A spokesman for the deacons said 
yesterday that there had been no 
violent manifestations of Pente 
costalism at the church, but that 
there had been ‘‘unseemly and un- 
dignified’’ behavior; that it went on 
unchecked and was increasing, and 
that they were apprehensive that 
se pre ky pene cases would result if 
full bent were given to the rising tide 
of emotionalism at these services. 
The men who resigned have re 
signed as deacons only, but still are 
church members. Their attitude yes 
terday, however, was that the inci- 
dent was closed as far as they were 
concerned. They denied that they 
intended leadin any movement 
against the preacher. 

n his statement Dr. Straton said: 
‘So far as the members of Calvary 
Baptist Church who know the real 
situation are concerned, it would be 
for me to say anything 
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of a little handful of people in the 
church who, following .the bad ex- 
ample of some others who have had 
to be put out of this church, have 
adopted a rule-or-ruin policy, regard- 
less of the will of the overwhelming 
majority of our members as regis- 
tered by the recent unanimous action 
of the church body.’’ 


Pastor Triumphed Often. 


Dr. Stratton has triumphed re- 
peatedly over protesting minorities 
in his church. His first difficulty 
occurred in 1920, when some of his 


followers were alienated because he 
testified before Commissioner Hirsh- 
field that he had drunk whisky at 
Healy’s restaurant during a tour of 
cafés made to obtain evidence of 
law violation. 

Ir 1921 a faction objected to the 
visits made by Dr. Straton to plays 
whe.e women were scantily clad, in 
his search for evidence of the degra- 
dation of the stage; and his col- 
league, the late Dr. Robert S. Mac- 
Arthur, pastor of Calvary for forty 
years, resigned as a protest against 
the alle». 1 sensationalism of Dr. 
Straton’s sermons. 

In 1923 violent differences of opin- 
ions arose n, and twenty-nine 
members of the congregation who 
objected to Dr. Straton’s methods 
were suspended. Later in the same 
year thirty-three members issued a 
pamphlet scoring the metkods of Dr. 
Straton. There was another series of 
resignations in 1924 by members who 
asserted that Dr. Straton had been 
worsted in his debates on evolution 
with Dr. . Potter and had 
harmed the .-ause of religion by fan- 
ning this contrcve. sy. 

Quarrels over the financial affairs 
led to another series of resignations. 
In May last year five trustees were 
expelled for attacking Dr. Straton 
and for opposing his plan for erect- 
ing a 20-story church and commer- 
cial building on the present site. His 
championship of Aimee McPherson 
and of J.. Frank Norris, the Texas 
evangelist, alienated others. Some 
reproaches were launched at Dr. 
Straton when he made & public con- 
fession that his own youth had been 
of the most sinful type. 


Controversy Over Child Preacher. 


In the last year he has been en- 
gaged in a running controversy with 


Baptists who feel that the preaching 
of the yo woman evangelist, Ul- 
dine Utley, a violation of the ad- 
monition of Paul, who directed that 
women keep silent in church. 

Dr. Straton touched on the con- 
troversy over Uldine Utley in his 
statement yesterday, saying:

Dr. Straton denied that any ‘‘gag- 
rule’ had been applied when the 
deacons tried to present their resig- 
nations to the full membership of 
the church. He said the charge was 
“ridiculously untrue and unjust. The 
fact here is, as these men well know, 
that resignations from the Board of 
Deacons are to be made to that 
board itself, as was done in this case.

BLODGETT CASE HEARD. 


Children Listen to Argument on Cus- 
tody—May Decide Themselves. 


The two children of Alden San- 
ford Blodget, a trust company, vice 
president and his former wife, Mrs. 


Frances Thorne Jolles, appeared be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Mullan 
yesterday, while attorneys for their 
parents engaged in a heated argu- 
ment over their custody. 

The children, Frances Elizabeth, 
18 years old, and Alden Sanford 
Blodget Jr., 11, are in the care of 
their father, under an agreement 
said to have been entered into in 
February, 1926, when the Blodgets 
separated. The mother, who later 
married Hendrick R. Jolles, said to 
be a citizen of Holland, is dissatis- 
fied with the arrangement whereby 
she is permitted to visit the children, 
and obtained a writ of habeas cor- 

us yesterday to regain their cus- 

dy. After hearing arguments by 
both sides, Justice Mullan said he 
presumed that Mrs. Jolles had a 
mother’s love for her children, but 
he would not decide the case under 
any circumstances without consult- 
ing the wishes of the children. 

The Blodgets, who were married 
in 1913, agreed when they separated, 
that the husband would provide for 
the maintenance of the children, but 
that whichever parent remarried 
would: lose their custody, though the 
other parent might visit them. 

Mrs. Jolles got a French divorce, 
and when she returned to this coun- 
try, asked to have the children sent 
to her. Differences then arose, and 
after futile negotiations, she took 
the matter to court. Counsel for 
Mr. Blodget argued that Mrs. Jolles 
was not a fit person to have custody 
of the children, and said her present 
husband was trying to assume the 
position of a natural father. 


SPAIN BACKS INDUSTRY. 


New Tax and Subsidy Place Amer- 
Ican Autos at a Disadvantage.

MADRID, June 23.—As part of the 
general scheme to encourage the 
growth of Spanish industries, King 
Alfonso, before his departure for 
London, signed a decree providin 

for the purchase for governmenta 

needs of 100-automobiles made by the 
Apta company, which has just been 
established by Spaniards. 

During April the Government 
passed two other decrees to encour- 
age national manufacturers. One 
gave certain tax exemptions to Span- 
ish companies or companies employ- 
ing a proportion of Spanish mate 
rails. The other provided drastic 
cuts in the cost of licenses for Span- 
ish-built cars. The owners of 75 per 
cent. of the Spanish-built cars pay 
no taxes on autos not exceeding 25,- 
000 pesetas in value. On 50 per cent. 
of the Spanish-built cars the taxes 
are one-half normal. 

At the same time the Government 
has provided for the consolidation of 
six separate taxes into a single tax, 
which is an increase of about 35 per 
cent. The tax on the average Amer- 
ican car is about $100. 

At first glance it might appear that 
American cars would not suffer 
greatly, as Spain only builds an es- 
timated 2,000 cars yearly, against im- 
ports from America of 7,300. The 
Government, however, provides cer- 
tain subsidies for Spanish manufac- 
turers and the new decree guaran- 
tees them a certain market. The 
new auto tax is figured uniquely on 
horsepower, which gives French cars 
an advantage over American.

MEXICO CITY, June 23.—General 
Arnulfo Gomez won the nomination 
for President in the anti-reelection 
convention today by a large major- 
ity. This convention of two thou- 
sand delegates, representing a hun- 
dred thousand voters, had held a 
three-day session before attempting 
to select a candidate in opposition to 
ex-President Obregon. 


On the ballot to nominate General 
Gomez received 16,585 votes, while 
the Secretary of War, Amaro, re- 
ceived 1,140 and José Vasconcellos 50. 

General Gomez received 16, 
convention votes, while Secre of 
War Amaro received 1,140 and Jose 
Vasconcelos received but five. About 
1,700 delegates were present, but 
many were entitled to cast ten or 
more votes, depending upon the pop- 
ulation which they represented. 

The race for the successor to Pres- 
ident Calles in next year’s election 
at present lies between General 
Gomez and General Serrano, with 
former. President Obregon still fail- 
ing to announce whether or not he 
will be a candidate. His friends, 
nevertheless, are waging an 1ctive 
campaign in his behalf. 

General Gomez, who is a stancb 
Catholic, said in a speech before the 
gathering that Mexicans should see

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to- 
day fixed July 9 as the date for the 
argument in the application of the 
Delaware & Hudson to lease the Buf- 


falo, Rochester & Pittsburgh and to 
secure at the same time trackage 
rights over more than 200 miles of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to con- 
nect the two lines. 

This application comes up to the 
commission after an extended hear- 
ing before an examfner in the course 
of which both the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the New York Lentral lines op- 
— the lease and the proposed 
rackage agreement. 

Involved in this application for a 
lease is the question of a fifth trunk 
line out of New York, which the so 
colled Loree interests are promoting. 
The Lehigh Valley to Buffalo and 
the Wabash lines beyond also are in- 
volved in the trunk line deal, but the 
first formal step of the Delaware & 
Hudson financiers in the direction of 
the new combination is the applica- 
tion to take over the B. I. & P. 

The Baltimore & Ohio opposes this 
lease on the ground that the B. R. 
P. is a necessary part of its merger 
program and on the further ground 
that if it passes to the control of the 
Delaware & Hudson, the Buffalo out- 
let which the Baltimore line now em- 
ploys beyond Pittsburgh will be 
closed to it. 

The hostility of the New York eCn- 
tral seems to be directed at the gen- 
eral merger schemes of the Loree 
people, although at the hearing be 
fore the examiner the representa- 
tives of the New York system con- 
tended that considerable local traffic 
would be lost by it immediately if the 
commission authorized the lease.

SCHOOLS IN CHINA REOPEN. 


Many Are Under Chinese Direction, 
Missionary Council Hears. 


Several mission colleges and high 
schools in China, temporarily closed 
by the withdrawal of missionaries 
from cities of the interior, have re- 
opened, in many instances under Chi- 
nese direction, according to informa- 
tion from L. E. Willmott, Secretary 


of the China Christian Educational 
Association at Shanghai, in a letter 
to Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, Secretary of 
the International Missionary Council, 
419 Fourth Avenue. 

Included in these are the Shantung 
Christian College, where eighty stu- 
dénts are enrolled and Chinese teach- 
ers are employed. Hospital work is 
being carried on by university stu- 
dents in the senior year of their med- 
ical studies; others are the Union 
Women’s Christian Medical School 
and the Bridgman Middle School for 
Girls at Shanghai, where 300 stu- 
dents are enrolled; the West China 
Unior University, and forty or fifty 
primary schools maintained in Ho- 
nan Province by the United Church 
of Canada. 

The building and equipment of 
Yale in China at Changsha have not

The institution was closed séveral 
months ago when the missionaries 
left for port cities. 

Information he has received from 
other sources, Dr. Warnshius says, 
indicates that the Nationalists are 
placing .educational work and insti- 
tutions in the hands of trained edu- 
cators and administrators, many of 
whom studied in the United States.

PERSHING SAYS LEGION 
BINDS US TO FRANCE 


He Declares That Paris Conven- 
tion Is a Great Pilgrimage 
of Good-Will.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—General 
Pershing upon his return to Wash- 
ington today from a visit of several 
months to European countries as 
Chairman of the American battle 
monuments commission, declared 
the assembling of thousands of 
American World War veterans in 
France during the American Legion 
convention in Paris in September, 
would “‘do more than anything else 
to strengthen good relations between 
the two Governments.’’ 

The veterans of France, he said, 
regard the Legion convention as ‘‘a 
great pilgrimage of good-will, and 
their attitude expresses that of the 
country. 

*‘The visit of the Legion,”’ he said, 
‘is in no sense a lark, but prompted 
by motives to re-establish the inti- 
mate friendly relations that existed 
during the war and which, to my 
mind, should becOmMme a permanent 
heritage that we of this generation 
should pass on.’’ 

General Pershing said 15,000 reser- 
vations to date had been made by 
Legionaires and he was informed 
at least 30,000 would attend.

VOTES TO ACCEPT NAME 


Takes Steps at Syracuse to Safe- 
guard Property Rigts When Three 
Synods Are Combined.

SYRACUSE, June 23.—Steps which, 
according to a consensus of opinion, 
assure the merger in another year 
of the Lutheran Synod of New York, 
the Lutheran Synod of New York 
and New England and the New York 
Lutheran Ministerium were taken to- 
day at another session of the meet- 
ing of the last named body.

Jack Dempsey, former heavyweight 
champion, now become challenger 
through his defeat by Gene Tunney 
last September, and Jack Sharkey, 
Boston heavyweight who sprang into 
the forefront through his decisive 
victories over Harry Wills and Jim 
Maloney, met yesterday for the last 
time before they step into the ring at 
the Yankee Stadium on July 21 to de- 
cide which will meet champion Tun- 
ney for the title in September. 

The occasion was the formal sign- 
ing of the contracts for Promoter 
Tex Rickard, who will direct the bat- 
tle which he expects to be the great- 
est fistic attraction New York has 
seen both from the point of view of 
interest and from receipts, which he 


ts to be $1,250,000. It had been 
intended to sign the formal articles 
in Rickard’s private office at Madi- 
son Square Garden, but the throng 
of newspaper men, photographers 
and persons prominently associated 
with the boxing game was so great 
that the ceremonies had to f= moved 
to the Garden rink on the Eighth 
Avenue side, where desk and chairs 
wre arranged so that the photog- 
raphers could get a good ‘‘shot’’ of 
this important fistic ceremony. 
Rickard had previously displayed 
the contracts to newspaper men, an 
they showed that Dempsey is to re- 
ceive 274% per cent. of the receipts, 
or $275,000 on the basis of a $1,000,- 
000 gate, and Sharkey 22% per cent. 
Besides the document covering the 
bout with Sharkey on July 21 Demp- 
sey signed two other papers, one 
ig for a return battle with Tun- 
ney if Dempsev defeats Sharkey and 
another to defend the heavyweight 
title in 1928 under Rickard’s direc- 
tion if Dempsey should defeat Tun- 
ney.

The signing ceremonies had been 
set for 2 o’clock and shortly after-

Sharkey 
showed his usual confident, debonair 
manner, though he was not as talka- 
tive as most boxing followers have 
been led to believe. He wore a 
double-breasted tan suit with a sub- 
dued check, a sailor straw with a 
dark green band and frim the breast 
pockct a variecolored silk handker- 
chief flapped jauntily. A soft shirt of 
a lighter tan color, a gaily striped 
necktie and ay polished fon 
shoes completed his costume. 

f he was nervous as he waited for 
Dempsey to arrive he did not show 
it, as occasionally he exchanged 
wise cracks with the newspaper men 
and others. He displayed one trait 
in common with Dempsey, that of 
playfulness and funmaking. Disap- 
eager 2 into one of the inner offices 
or @ moment, he emerged presently 
with Tex Rieckard’s cane and with a 
cigar tilted at the familiar Rickard 
angle and his straw hat also set on 
his head as Rickard carries his, he 
called to Rickard and while Tex 
watched gave an imitation of the 
promoter.

The meeting between Dempsey and 
Sharkey was awaited expectantly.

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PARTISAN METAPHYSICIANS. 

It was an old sighing wish that all 
kings might be philosophers, or else 
that some philosophers might be 
kings. No one has ever needed to 
hope that of political bosses and 
party managers. They have the 
keenest of minds, able to divide a 
hair ’twixt north and northwest side 
when it comes to discussing matters 
of partisan advantage. Only consid- 
er how Republican and Democratic 
metaphysicians here in New York 
are just now engaged in abstruse 
discussions of the rules for party 
conventions, party committees, nom- 
inations, &c. The subtlest distinc- 
tions are drawn and inferences made 
which never would have occurred 
to men who have not looked into 
such mighty deeps of philosopiy. 
Can the Democratic State Committee 
appoint delegates at large to the next 
National Convention without having 
been authorized to do it by a State 
Convention? On this question the 
most profound party logicians are 
debating and dividing. The chief 
exponents of the Democratic view 
are some of the legal giants in Tam- 
many Hall. They seem to aspire to 
the title of Defenders and Expound- 
ers. Anyhow, in politics they “ know 
“what's what, and that’s as high as 
* metaphysic wit can fly.” 

Not to be outdone, the Republicans 
are mobilizing some able reasoners 
of their own. They not only pene- 
trate the dark designs of their oppo- 
nents, but produce fundamental! prin- 
ciples of their own, much as a jug- 
gier would pull a rabbit out of a hat. 
Great eminence in this sort of intel- 
lectual display is seen, as would be 
expected, in the person of Mr. SAM- 
VEL 8S. KOENIG, President of the New 
York County Republican Committee. 
Questions as difficult as how many 
angels can dance upon the point 
of a pin have been raised in connec- 
tion with bipartisan nominations 
of Judges. The Democratic pundits 
have asked why the Republicans do 
not endorse Judge O’BRIEN of the 
Court of Appeals. The Republican 
retort is: “Why will not the Dem- 
“ocrats endorse Judge NoTT of 
“the Court of General Sessions? ” 
Swiftly came the Tammany riposte, 
pointing to the fact that the Repub- 
licans have refused to endorse Jus- 
tices of the City Court. 

Here intervenes the acute mind 
of Mr. KOENIG, like another DUNS 
Scotus. He reminds the other side 
that the sacred principle of biparti- 
san judicial nominations, in which 
the Republican. Party devoutly be- 
lieves, has never been understood 
to extend “further down than the 
Court of General Sessions.” This 
perfect triumph of pure reason will 
certainly put the Democratic School- 
men to their trumps. Perhaps they 
will imitate that doctor of the 
Middle Ages who, when he could not 
otherwise overcome an opponent 
in theological controversy, attacked 
him with a sword. |

POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY. 

In consideration of “ the high dis- 
tinction” which President Coo.ipce 
has conferred upon South Dakota by 
summering. in the Black Hills, its 
Legislature has bestowed upon Sheep 
Mountain the higher distinction of 
being called, subject to the discre- 
tion of later Legislatures, Mount 
Coolidge. While beatified Sheep is 
but the second—the Vice President, 
as it were—of the State elevations, 





of Mount Mansfield, the tallest 
Green Mountain: 
And ours are the mountains which 
awfully rise 
Till they rest their green heads on 
the blue of the skies. . 

So Mr. COOLIDGE’s favorite poet. 
The boundless, infinite West must be 
forgiven for its bolder stabbers of 
the air; and Mr. COOLIDGE can’t re- 
fuse a compliment that imprints him 
upon the landscape of an agricul- 
tural State. Yet he loves the plain 
and the plain people. He won't get 
away from them and he doesn't 
mean they shall get away from him. 
Doubtless he would prefer to this 
arrogant eminence a modest hill, 
say about 1,999.99 feet. Yet names 
have their magic. Mount Coolidge, 
as faithfully as .Sheep Mountain, 
rises to meet the tariff made in 
heaven. Sugarloaf Mountain, sym- 
bolizing the flexible tariff, isn’t too 
remote. A statesman of Fall River 
County introduced the name-chang- 
ing resolution. So far there is noth- 
ing for Whiteowl to hoot at or Crow 
Creek to caw about. 

South Dakota is reasonably rich 
in political nomenclature. [If Mr. 
COOLIDGE is the only President to get 
@ mountain, WASHINGTON, JACKSON, 
LINCOLN, GRANT, HARDING possess 
counties. But so, the augur notes 
with pain, do CLAY, DOUGLAS, Eb- 
MUNDS, CLARK, HUGHES, WEBSTER 
and PARKER have to be content with 
towns. South Dakota names are 
rich in symbolism. Porcupine seems 
to await “JIM” REED. Kidder and 
Jolley call for Attorney General 
SARGENT. Altruria invites Right- 
Hand BUTLER. Big Nasty murmurs 
of Pennsylvania and Illinois. Mystic 
remembers the transcendentalists 
of the Second Elective Term. Nemo 
betokens the illimitable, irresistible 
multitude bound to “force” a re- 
nomination upon the eponym of 
Mount Coolidge, late Sheep. Side by 
side, Corn Creek and Pumpkin Creek 
gurgle “ farm relief.” 

Fain would we linger amid these 
gracious euonyms; avert a little 
longer from a righteous cause the 
evilest of eyes. But the black truth 
must be shown in all its horror. By 
what jest of Fates or Furies, Mr. 
BUTLER, does Old Lodge Creek run 
so near Winner?

NOT SO EASY TO HANDLE. 

The historic remark of General 
FRED GRANT that “a surplus is 
easier to handle than a deficit” was 
never thought to be a monument of 
economic wisdom. Now it would 
seem not to contain a profound 
truth even politically. One has only 
to read the dispatches from Wash- 
ington to see that a Treasury sur- 
plus may be highly embarrassing to 
the leaders in Congress who have 
both to provide revenue and vote 
appropriations. From the Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, Representative GREEN, already 
comes a warning that false hopes 
have been raised by this year’s ex- 
cess.income. The Treasury surplus 
for the fiscal year ending with this 
month is to be as much as $600,- 
000,000. This is already taken care 
of. It will properly be applied to 
reducing the national debt. But its 
very existence casts an ominous 
shadow on the legislation of the next 
Congress. 

Lawmakers will hastily infer that 
a surplus fully as large will result 
from the financial operations of the 
Government during the next fiscal 
year. Though that is wholly im- 
probable, for reasons which have 
been many times explained and 
which are again set forth by Chair- 
man GREEN, there will be a big rush 
for heavy appropriations and at the 
same time a contradictory rush for 
a large reduction of taxation. As 
both are thought of in political 
terms, the fact that the two things 
are inconsistent may not prevent a 
demand for them ‘both. But econo- 
mists and cautious legislators will 
wish to stop and see where they are 
coming out. If a Democratic Ad- 
ministration were certain to come 
into power in 1929, the Republicans 
in Congress might not be averse to 
managing affairs so that a Treasury 
deficit would then have to be faced. 
They did that in 1892, when they 
got public finance into such a tangle 
that they actually had the bonds 
printed for a public loan. But they 
did not issue them, preferring to 
leave the difficulty for an incoming 
Democratic President to deal with. 
At present, however, the Repub- 
licams are so confident of electing a 
President of their own next year 
that they will think twice before 
playing ducks and drakes with rev- 
enue and expenditure, or before cut- 
ting down taxes which they may 
afterward find it necessary to in- 
crease again.

Economy in the movie business is 
as hard to visualize as fur coats on 
the Congo. Yet the need of thrift in 
the pictures is stressed by the head 
of the Paramount organization, who 
announces a 10 per cent. cut in all 
salaries above $50 a week. A public 
amazed to learn that anything so 
low as $50 a week can possibly be 
connected with the silver screen will 
go on to read the explicit protest 
against “the present extravagant 
methods of production.” Great is the 
income from an audience numbered 
by the scores of millions, but greater 
still would apparently be the outlay.

Movie-star salaries in multiple hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars cease 
to be earned when it is shown 
that a Gargantuan salary is not in 
itself a sure-fire appeal. And it 
speaks well for the independence of 
the movie audiences that they have 
locked at a million-dollar picture 
end boldly declared that they didn’t 
like it. 

There is at least one interesting 
possibility in this indicated emer- 
gence of the motion-picture industry 
from pioneer gold-rush days to a 
solid basis. If the trend toward 
thrift continues far enough, we may 
yet see the day when the much- 
talked-of “art of the movies” will 
receive a fair test. This should come 
when pictures are produced with 
fewer shekels and more brains and 
taste. Hitherto the large public 
which wants better things than it 
has been getting in the movie thea- 
tres has been negiected by the pro- 
ducers. It is not a big enough public 
to pay for a .Golconda production. 
But when producers and directors 
have been converted to the idea that 
a film can be manufactured for a 
moderate sum they may find it 
worth while to conciliate a public 
something less than huge. If the art 
of the movie is not a blatant pre- 
tense, it should be like all the other 
arts in making its appeal to dif- 
ferent levels of taste. The dispensers 
of books, drama and music are not 
averse to big sales, but they take 
cognizance of smaller markets and 
find them not unprofitable. If pub- 
lishers thought only of super-best 
sellers, we should have nothing but 
ZANE GREY and HAROLD BELL WRIGHT 
and Mrs, HULL. Some day a genius 
may yet descend upon Hollywood 
and produce a fifty-thousand-dollar 
picture for an audience of half a 
million people. |

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LIVING A FAIRY TALE. 


Flying the Atlantic has appealed 
to American boys as no other e<- 
ploit since Indians and pirates were 
removed from the cosmic scene. But 
if a canvass were held today amonz 
youngsters from 10 to 14 it is prob- 
able that almost as many would 
want to be IZZY ZARAKOV as LIND- 
BERGH. For what ZARAKOV did for 
Harvard late Wednesday afternoon 
is what nearly every boy in this 
country dreams of doing for the col- 
lege of his particular choice. 

When a boy first puts on knicker- 
bockers the glamours of growing up 
to fill some uniform enthrall him. 
It is a soldier, a sailor, a motorman, 
a policeman-or a fireman that he 
wants to be. He would still, of 
course, prefer.to be a pirate or a 
great Sioux chief, but the children 
who have put on knickerbockers in 
the last twenty years have pretty 
generally realized that these fas- 
cinating gentry have passed. When 
a boy gets to be 10 and turns to the 
treasures of the sports pages of the 
newspapers he dreams of college 
athletics, and in those dreams he 
is the hero. While the classroom 
drones about him, and luckless com- 
panions stand helplessly at the 
blackboard making letters and fig- 
ures they but vaguely comprehend, 
he sees right through the book held 
artistically before him into a future 
something like this: 

There are but two minutes left to 
play. The score is 13 to 7 in Yale’s 
favor. Already the strains of the 
hated ‘“‘ Undertaker Song’’ begin 
to be rehearsed. From the Prince- 
ton seats comes the yell: ‘‘ Give 
Smith the ball!’’ Smith is given 
the ball. Eluding the Yale ends 
and backs, and dodging like PrEn- 
DERGAST or Por, Smith runs ninety- 
five yards for a touchdown, kicks 
goal; the score is now Princeton 
14, Yale 13, the whistle is blowing— 

‘‘ Frank Smith! ’’ The hated ped- 
agogical voice shatters the bright 
vision. ‘‘I have called you three 
times to go to the blackboard! "’ 

To the millions of Americans who 
were boys like this, and to the mil- 
lions who are boys now, the follow- 
ing item from Thursday's newspaper 
will have a sound so familiar as to 
seem to come almost from their in- 
ner selves: 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 22.— 
Izzy Zarakov, Harvard’s baseball 
captain and football and hockey 
star, ended his college athletic ca- 
reer in a blaze of glory on Soldiers’ 
Field this afternoon when his home 
run in the last half of the ninth, 
with a runner on first and two out, 
beat Yale 6 to 5 and won the an- 
nual series with the Elis in straight 
games. * * * When Zaraxovy fol- 
lowed Burns around the bases he 
was seized by the undergraduates, 
raised to their shoulders and car- 
ried around the base paths.

ball and baseball has vanished. 
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TRAFFIC EXPERTS DISAGREE. 


If any two men are entitled to be 
heard on the regulation of street 
traffic, they are WILLIAM PHELPS 
ENO and JOHN A. HArRrRiss. The 
former was one of the first to see 
the possibilities in a specially trained 
traffic squad. To Dr. HARRISS the 
city is largely indebted for its pres- 
ent system of regulation by traffic 
lights. But these two acknowledged 
experts have always differed about 
the best practical method of traffic 
control in large cities. Recently they 
both have returned from Europe, 
where they renewed their studies of 
the methods in vogue in England 
and on the Continent. 

Their newspaper interviews show 
that they are as wide apart as ever. 
Dr. HARRISS glimpsed a future of 
five-decked multiple- highways in 
and about our cities. Mr. ENO 
pleaded for a return to control hy 
trained traffic police. “The worst 
“ impediment to the scientific man- 
“ agement of traffic at present,” be 
declared, “is the attempt te regulate 
“it by a synchronized or progressive 
“system of lights instead of by 
“hand.” He has always favored 
the rotary system, as practiced at 
Columbus Circie. At one point both 
authorities are in agreement:. that 
traffic control in European cities is 
developing along somewhat different 
lines from those in use in the United 
States. Dr. HARRISS reported an 
enthusiastic reception in Berlin and 
London for his multiple highways, 
which have not been very kindly 
received here. Mr. ENO noted that 
‘London, Paris and Brussels scorn Dr. 
HARRISS’S traffic lights. 

Sound practice must be adapted 
to conditions. Street traffic in 
London and New York presents two 
utterly distinct problems. In the 
congested area of London traffic 
flows in all directions; in New York 
the movement in the rush hours is 
mainly north and south. In Lon- 
don the streets run every which 
way; New York is laid out in square 
blocks. This is what makes the 
shuttle system so well adapted to 
this city’s needs. There is the ad- 
ditional motive of economy; a light 
is cheaper than a policeman. It 
will never be possible to dispense 
altogether with the “trained police- 
“man standing at the congested 
“corner with his hand raised.” He 
helps to make a rigid system fit 
those differing local needs which 
Mr. ENO stresses. 

New York seems to have found 
the traffic lights helpful, and they 
have been widely adopted else- 
where. That does not mean that 
the shuttle system offers a universal 
remedy; shuttle system, ripple sys- 
tem; synchronized lights, blinking 
lights; rotary traffic, criss-cross 
traffic—all are adapted to meet spe- 
cial conditions. None of them, of 
course, go to the root of the prob- 
lem of relief from congestion. Dr. 
HARRISS has a more daring scheme, 
but it is not to be contemplated 
with equanimity. If we would avoid 
the horror of five-decked streets, 
we must heed those to whose pleas 
for better housing, stricter zoning, 
and wiser planning too many of our 
cities have been deaf. 


PROGRESS IN SAVING SIGHT. 

Today concludes the twelfth bien- 
nial convention of the American 
Association Workers for the Blind, 
held at Atlantic City. This. week 
also brings the yearly report of the 
National Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness, now in its eigh- 
teenth year. Both groups indicate 
a tremendous growth in knowledge 
how to conserve vision and a wel- 
come change in the public attitude 
toward the afflicted. One speaker 
at the convention told how well 
equipped the blind now are for tak- 
ing their place in a world of normal 
people. Schools for their training 
enable them to enter the business 
world with confidence in their 
capacity for earning a living. Em- 
ployers in their turn are giving oc- 
cupation to many blind persons, not 
out of pity, as was formerly the 
rule, but with the assurance of ex- 
perience that they are competent for 
the job. 

The report of the National Com- 
mittee is most encouraging. Clin- 
ics for the examination of the eyes 
of children too young to read have 
been established. This marks a 
long stride forward, for éarly dis- 
covery of defects often makes it 
possible to save the sight. Children

this cause has been reduced more} 





or disease. To keep the public in- 
formed of what may be done to 
prevent blindness and to save sight 
is one important function of the 
committee. 

Sight conservation work is car- 
ried on as a matter of business ef- 
ficiency in several large industries 
of the country. Large savings of 
time and expense previously lost 
through eye accidents have been 
effected. The committee strives for 
“the provision and use of mechan- 
“ical safety devices, the provision 
“of adequate lighting and sanitary 
“faciiities and the continued edu- 
“cation of employers, employes and 
“ governmental officials.” Of these, 
the educational labors are chief in 
importance. 


REFORM BEGINS AT HOME. 

The most encouraging news from 
North China is that CHANG TSO- 
LIN’S new Prime Minister has pub- 
licly stated his belief that if China 
sets her own house in order for- 
eigners will no longer demand spe- 
cial privileges, such as extraterri- 
toriality, which they now enjoy. No 
Chinese leader has had the courage 
to speak this truth openly during 
the last few years. It has been the 
custom to blame all of China’s in- 
ternal troubles on her treaties and 
to demand the abrogation of all priv- 
ileges enjoyed by aliens as the nec- 
essary first step in reforming China. 
When the American delegate to the 
tariff conference in Peking, Mr. 
SILAS H. STRAWN, made a statement 
of the same tenor as this new one 
before the students of the Chinghua 
College, outside of Peking, in De- 
cember, 1925, his words were bitterly 
resented by Chinese liberals. Other 
foreigners of less importance who 
expressed similar sentiments were 
denounced by the young Chinese as 
“ imperialists.” 

Doubtless, the new Chinese Pre- 
mier will not escape like condemna- 
tion from his own people. It was 
one of the cardinal teachings of 
BORODIN and his associates that 
there could be no upbuilding in 
China until all China’s treaties had 
been abrogated and the foreigners 
forced out of the land. Reason, how- 
ever, is on the side of the new Prime 
Minister. The special status of for- 
eigners in China would no longer be 
tenable if the Chinese were to re- 
move the causes which contributed 
to its creation. This happened in 
Japan when that country set about 
freeing itself from the treaties un- 
der which foreigners enjoyed special 
rights and protection. Extraterri- 
toriality, which gives to foreigners 
the right to be tried in their own 
courts, existed in Japan until 1896. 
It was abolished with the consent of 
the foreigners because the Japanese 
law courts and administration of 
justice were by that time sufficient- 
ly modernized to make the older 
privileges superfluous. Foreign res- 
idential districts such as the con- 
cessions in Shanghai, Tientsin and 
other treaty ports are not necessary 
in Japan because that country has 
long since shown its ability to main- 
tain order. 

Unfortunately, the Northern Chi- 
nese Premier is not spokesman for 
his entire country. He may soon go 
the way of his predecessors. But it 
is encouraging to see that some Chi- 
nese leaders are beginning to rea- 
lize that it is best to put the horse 
before the cart. If only the Chinese 
who hold these views could form a 
Government capable of acting for 
the country as a whole, they would 
have little difficulty in entering into 
negotiations with foreign nations for 
a settlement of outstanding inter- 
national problems. But the reforms 
must start from within. This is the 
kernel of the matter.

Silence. ° for silence. “Noise,” 
he says, ‘‘is the great- 
est destroyer of nerves. It decreases 
the power of human efforts and is 
the greatest menace of our time.” 
Any city dweller who rises to the 
matin song of clanging cans and goes 
to bed to the tune of tooting taxis 
will agree. 

The poetic title of ‘‘La Croisade du 
Silence’”’ has been Americanized for 
propaganda here to read ‘“‘Anti-Noise 
Campaign.’’ Cards bearing ten com- 
mandments have been distributed. 
They admonish us to “‘speak softly,’’ 
“work quietly” and “relax often.”’ 
If the campaign were generally suc- 
cessful, there might be difficulty for 
the faithful in the matter of obeying 
both of the two mandates, ‘‘talk lit- 
tle’ and “listen much,” for there 
would be little noise to be listened to. 

If the spirit which proscribes loud 
talking and careless door-slamming 
could be extended to muffle traffic 
noises and abolish the din of con- 
struction gangs, city life would not 
be the wearing existence that it now 
is.. In such a millennium radio would 
dispense with loud-speakers, or else 
broadcast only such music as the 
‘“‘Whispering Tenor.’’ For a cam- 
paign song, it might be suggested 
that the noise-suppressers use ‘‘Silent 
Night’’—and Day. 

Like everything else 
iff the way of money- 
making, thievery in all 
its branches has ad- 
vanced to a large scale. 
Instead of the lazy darky who used 
to steal a hen or two on a moonless 
night, the rural districts are now in- 
fested by efficient bands of chicken 
thieves who make way with every 
hen on several farms as one night’s 
work, 

To cope with this situation, which 
is particularly bad in Wisconsin, re- 
wards of $500 were posted for the 
conviction of the marauders, but 
without stopping them. Now a bill 
has been passed by the Wisconsin 
Legislature requiring all buyers of 
poultry for market to register an- 
nually with the County Clerk and to 
keep a record of purchases. A gen- 
eral description of the fowls and the 
name of the seller will be kept with 
a view to tracing sales of stolen 
birds. 

The theft of a thousand hens or 
turkeys, which is said to be fairly 
common, sounds hazardous. So many 
squawking fowls woyld wake the 
countryside. But the thieves permit 
no sound. They drill a hole in the 
wall of the roost and gas the inmates, 
which remain unconscious until 
they reach their new home. 

In Illinois and Minnesota, where 
the losses through such thefts are 
said to have reached $2,000,000*plans 
are afoot for similar protection if 
the Wisconsin scheme works. The 
wholesale thief will have the same 
difficulty in disposing of his spoils 
as is encountered by one who has 
stolen registered cattle or horses.

CAPE MAY, N. J., June 23.—Seven

Levi, 
Maurice Faber, David Philipson, 
Tobias Schanfarber and Emanuel 
and Edward N. Calisch. 

Rabbi Wolsey explained that the 
first conference resulted from the ef- 
forts of the late Dr. Isaac M. Wise 
and quoted Dr. Wise to illustrate the

‘The spirit of Judaism is the es- 
sence of universal religion, the future

and institutions for the manifesta- 
tion of the spirit which are at least 
approximately universal.’’

DR. nN (, RYAN, 
HUMANITARIAN, DIES 


High Official of American Bible 
Society Succumbs to 
Pneumonia. 





AIDED IN NEAR EAST RELIEF 


Performed Valuable Services During 
War Between Turkey and Italy 
and in Balkan Wars. 





The Rev. Dr. Arthur Carlton Ryan, 
one of the two general secretaries of 
the American Bible Society, and for- 
merly for five years the répresenta- 
tive of the society in the Levant with 
headquarters at Constantinople, died 
suddenly on Wednesday night of 
pneumonia at his home, 40 Ferncliff 
Road, Scarsdale, N. Y. He was 47 
years old and leaves a widow, Edith 
Hoover Ryan, and two children, 
Blanche and Alden Ryan. 

A native of Grand View, Iowa, Dr. 
Ryan was graduated from Grinnell 
College in 1909, afterward preparing 
at Oberlin for the ministry, which he 
entered in 1911. The following Octo- 
per he was in Turkey, beginning his 
work as a missionary and aiding in 
Near East relief. He performed val- 
uable humanitarian services during 
the war between Turkey and Italy 
and in the Balkan wars. He was an 
agent of the American Red Cross in 
1913-14 in its efforts for the rehabili- 
tation of Thrace, and his energy and 
executive ability led to his appoint- 
ment in 1914 as secretary of the Con- 
stantinople chapter of the Red Cross. 
He continued in this position until 
the end of the Dardanelles campaign 
in 1916. 

Returning to this country, he threw 
himself with characteristic enthusi- 
asm into the cause of Near East re- 
lief, raising money for it as a worker 
for the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions. After 
the armistice he returned to Constan- 
tinople, this time as secretary of the 
Levant agency of the American Bible 
Society, the oldest of its .agencies, 
formerly under the direction of the 
late Dr. Marcellus Bowen, for thirty 
years. 

From then until his recall to New 
York to become general] secretary, 
Dr. Ryan traveled all over Europe in 
fulfilling his duties. For the last two 
years he had delivered lectures 
throughout the United States. Of- 
ficials of the American Bible Socicty 
yesterday described his death as ‘‘a 
very great loss.’’

Evidence About Work of Five 
Judges in Kings. 











COST IS $500,000 A YEAR 





Counsel Seeks to Learn Hours of 
Jurists’ Work and Length of 
Their Vacations. 





The joint legislative committee 
which is investigating congestion of 
litigation in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, with a view to providing 
a remedy, devoted most of its ses- 
sion yesterday to delving into the 
affairs of the Kings County courts.

To restore to thoese Judges jurisdic- 
tion in civil would require an 
act of the ‘Legislature. All the civil 
work of these courts, consisting of 
some 2,500 cases, was turned over 
to the newly organized City Courts 
on Jan. 1 by act of the Legislature. 

The examination was conducted 
with the, records of :the County 
Courts as a basis, furnished by its 
Chief Clerk, John L. Gray, ‘who was 
the principal witness. 1@ records 
were analyzed in a report for the 
committee by its accountant, Her-

WGL AGAIN RESISTS 
TIMEDIVISION ORDER 


Hotel Majestic Radio Station Is 
Called Upon by Board to 
Explain Attitude. 


SECOND TEST CASE IS SEEN 


Commission Members Will Go Into 
Each Zone to Observe Effects 
of Wave Changes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The Ra- 
dio Commission will investigate re- 
ports that Stations WGL and 
WODA, both operating in the New 
York zone and broadcasting on a 
channel of 1,020 kilocycles, have 
failed to reach an agreement on an 
equal division of time, as required 
by the commission’s orders. 

The commission has learned that 
simultaneous broadcasting by the 
two stations on the same channel 
has caused serious interference and 
heterodyning on each other’s pro- 

ram. 

‘‘Will you kindly report to the com- 
mission immediately the situation 
existing with respect to time-sharing 
between the two stations and the 
facts concerning simultaneous broad- 
casting,’’ Chairman Bullard of the 
cee ey today wired WGL, which 

rates in the Hotel Majestic, New 
ork City. 

“As soon as the facts can be 
learned concerning this local situa- 
tion of heterodyning between sta- 
tions only thirteen miles apart,’’ he 
added, “‘the commission will investi- 
gate the possibility of any heterodyn- 
ing occurring from distant stations.’’ 

he commission officials expressed 

—— that WGL had failed to per- 
fec an agreement with WODA on 
time division. 

Commission officials said several 
letters had been received from listen- 
ers-in complaining of interference on 
the 1,020 kilocycles frequency alloted 
to the two stations. 

Officials are of opinion that WGL 
may be paving the way for a fur- 
ther test of the power of the com- 
mission to enforce its order requir- 
ing the station to operate on a given 
wave length and to divide time with 
another broadcaster. 

WGL has attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the radio act in a suit 
nding in the Court of Appeals of 
e District of Columbia. 
Commissioner Caldwell, who has 
jurisdiction over the zone embracing 
the New England States, New York, 
New Jersey, Maryland and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, will leave for New 
York City on a survey to determine 
in a general way just how the new 
set-up is working in that region. He 
will also go to ton, Providence, 
Worcester, Springfield, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Syracuse. Like trips 
of inspection will be made by Com- 
missioner Bellows to the Middle 
West, Commissioner Sykes in the 
South and Chairman Bullard to the 
second zone, embracing Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Michigan and Kentucky. Upon com- 
pletion of their tours in the field the 
Commissioners will meet in Wash- 
ington and compare notes.

sports Marked Progress in 
Relief Work After Visits 
to Three Countries. 


PROSPERITY IN PALESTINE 


Conditions Improved In Russia, but 
More Aid Needed in Poland, He 
Says at Testimonial Dinner. 


The struggle to promote Jewish 
farming communities in Russia and 
Poland and rapid economic progress 
in Palestine were described by Felix 
M. Warburg, who was the guest of 
honor last night at a dinner at the 
Hotel Astor by 250 of his friends and 
associates on the occasion of his re- 
turn from a trip around the world in 


the interests of Jews still suffering 
from the effects of the war and later 
economic disorganization. 

Tributes to Mr. Warburg from Jews 
all over the United States were re- 
ceived .by telegraph at the dinner. 
Louis Marshall, who presided, read 
the following from Nathan Straus: 

“On —— prevents me from be- 
ing with you tonight. I should have 
prized greatly to be able to partici- 

te in your celebration because of 
fhe profound interest I have always 
maintained in the fine work to which 
you have dedicated your life, as one 
of the few outstanding age who 
—* done and are doing your full 

uty.’ 


Conditions in Palestine. 


Mr. Warburg dealt mainly in his 
speech with conditions in Palestine, 
Russia and Poland. Regarding 


Palestine, he said: 

“IT am happy to say that there can 
be no doubt that a better understand- 
ing among the different groups of 
people destined to live in Palestine 

being achieved daily, as prophecies 
about large mass Jewish immigra- 
tion and national ambitions have 
stopped, and sober, earnest efforts 
to make the best of the opportunity 
in Palestine are seen everywhere. 

“A visit to the farms shows that 
the Jews there are ng progress 
and some of them are self-supporting 
today. One cannot — highly 
eno ugh of the self-sacr ea" — orts 
of these pioneers who the 
problems of difficult land "sobaitions 
without getting discouraged and los- 
ing hope. 

‘‘We visited the thirty-seven-year- 
old.colony of Chedera, already a very 
poaspeee orange-growing' settle- 
ment. The spirit of the people there 
is typical; they are not interested in 
securing Tuxuries, but they lead a 
sensible life in their clean houses 
and sell their oranges of excellent 
quality without difficulty. 


Found Farm Schools Good. 


“The farm schools are good; the 
agricultural experiments promising. 
If it were not for the 8,000 unem- 


ployed, who are a heavy drain on the 
charity funds of estine, new 
farms could undoubtedly be devel- 


oped. 

‘“T had the pleasure of spending 
some time with the dynamic Ruten- 
berg, who with his unbounded energy 
has overcome protests and obstacles 
which he found against his electric 
power project. oday the three 
small plants at Jaffa, Haifa and Ti- 
berias are run on an efficient and 
constructive basis and give promise 
of good earnings.’’ 

Discussing the development of 
Jews as agriculturists in Russia, Mr. 
Warburg said: 

“We saw the settlements in all 
stages of development—some already 
completing their three years, some 
formed only this Spring. It is won- 
derful to see how the organization of 
the Agro-Joint takes inexperienced 
city dwellers, teaches them farming, 
helps them to build their homes, 
plant their vineyards, prepare the 
field, sow the crops, establish the 
creameries, and remains in touch 
with them until they can take care 
of themselves. 

*“T am both satisfied with and 
proud of the rmanent foundation 
which is brin — colonists the 
only happiness, 8 only self-respect- 
ing, healthful life which is possible 
for them in Russia, probably within 
the near future.’ 


Help Needed in Poland. 


Regarding the struggle of the Jews 
in Poland, Mr. Warburg said: 

‘It is clear that if we had had 
much more than we were able to de- 
vote to assistance in Poland it would 


still be inadequate to meet all the 
needs. 2 ee millions of dollars 
could rofitably and conscien- 
tiously mss rsed in Poland and in 
Eastern Europe. But even with the 
little at our disposal it has been 
possible to help materially in their 
s — their unfavorable 
conditions, and to enable them to 
build on top of their own slender

Attorneys for the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research have 
been asked to investigate the un- 
warranted use of the institute’s name 
in advertising of the I-On-a-Co of 
New York, Inc., sellers of electric 
health belts, it was disclosed last 
night. This step was taken, accord- 
ing to Eric B. Smith, business man- 
ager of the institute, after scores of 
letters had been received from per- 
sons inquiring about the properties 
of the belts, apparently believing 
that the institute could supply the 
desired information. 

These letters, Mr. Smith said, are 
being answered with the assurance 
that the institute has nothing to do 


with the belts or with Gaylord Wil- 
shire, their inventor. All inquiries 
regarding the belts or their inventor, 
Mr. Smith said, are being referred to 
the American Medical Association in 
Chicago. 

The I-On-a-Co Company has of- 
fices here at 40 West Fortieth Street. 
It was said there yesterday that Mr. 
Wilshire was not in New York but 
was expected here next week. Two 
women dressed as nurses, who were 
in the office, volunteered to give 
demonstrations of the belt’s qualities.

‘Sharp Decline on Stock Ex- 


change—Money 4%, italian 
Lira Goes Higher. 


A decline in stocks which, though 
not exceptionally violent, affected all 
the market, was naturally Wall 
Street’s main preoccupation yester- 
day, but there were several! other in- 
cidents with particular in‘erest of 
their own. One was the sharp fall in 
grain prices, which brought both 
wheat and corn 10 cents a bushel be- 
low their high price of two or three 
weeks ago. Ano*‘her was a further 
rise of the Italian lira, to the highest 
price reached since July of 1920. The 
third was the Reserve Board's re 
port that the system’s London hold: 
ings of gold, mortly bought at the 
end of April from the Bank of 
France, had been reduced in the past 
week $21,900,000. 

Since the total of $62,233,000 gold 
acquired by the Reserve backs in the 
recent operations was not placed in 
their reserve but merely held at Lon- 
don as an asset, it was bound to be 
sold on that market sooners or later to 
some other bidder. But the larwzeness 
of the amount disposed of this past 
week lends peculiar interest to the 
question of who was the buyer. It 
could hardly have been the Bank of 
England, whose own report of yester- 
day, covering the same weex, showed 
actual loss of gold. The Bank of 
France, which had suid the gold to 
the Federal Reserve, wauli hardly 
have bought it back. The German 
Reichsbank would have been giad 
enough to get it, but the Reichs- 
bank's position has made it lately a 
seller, not a buyer of gold. 

Yesterday’s declins on the Stock 
Sxchange carriei down practically 
every stock, the losses ranging in 
active shares from 1 to 9 points, but 
foz the most part not exceeding 2 or 
8. Aprerently the fact that che mer- 
ket would not advance, and that pro- 
fessional operators for the rise had 
seemed to relax their energies, em- 
coureged professional selling; at a)l 
ever.ts, the duvnward movement 
proceeded with a min‘ uum of resis- 
tance. It affected equally the indus- 
trial and railway list, and transac- 
tions on the decline were large 
enough to bring the day’s total again 
above the 2,500,00)-share line. 

No hint of the contemplated new 
financing appeared in the weekly 
Bank of France return, which merely 
reflected retirement of notes issued 
for the last monthly settlement and 
repayment of Treasury debt incurred 
for the same purpose. Even that re- 
adjustment is not yet complete; 
neither circulation nor advances to 
the State are yet down to the figure 
of four weeks ago, and the note issue 
is still 411,000,000 francs above the 
present year’s low figure. But the 
Government’s bank indebtedness is 
nearly down again to the low figure 
of 1927; except for one week in May 
it is now the lowest since this week 
in 1925. 

The single noteworthy fact about 
the Bank of England’s weekly state- 
ment is that, notwithstanding its 
further loss of £102,000 gold, its ratio 
of reserve to’ deposits is still 6 per 
cent. above that of a year ago, and 
the highest reported at this time of 
year since 1914. The Bank’s gold 
holdings are still £4,400,000 above the 
low figure of the present year, but 
they are £5,000,000 less than in this 
week of 1925 and £12,500,000 below 
the highest total since resumption of 
gold payments, reached in August of 
that year. The comparisons mark a 
struggle, which has been continuous 


the Bank’s position. In view of the 
formidable difficulties thrown in the 
way of such an effort—the repeated 
fall of sterling at New York, the in- 
creasingly adverse merchandise trade 
balance, the British industrial par- 
alysis caused by the coal strike and 
the wholly unexpected withdrawals 
of gold this season by the Bank of 
France—ft must fairly be admitted 
that the task has been achieved with

The weight of a powerful bear in- 
terest was thrown against the stock 
market yesterday and the result was 
a wide-open break in the main body 
of stocks. It was in the last half 
hour of trading that the selling 
movement reached its crest. Stocks 
were unloaded in such volume in that 
period that the ticker facilities of the 
Stock were heavily over- 
taxed, and it was eighteen minutes 
after the close before tape watchers 
got the final quotations. The mar- 
ket’s resistance was at no time 
strong. Brief rallies in the morning 
and early afternoon in each instance 
were followed by sharp declines. Pre-

Trying to Explain the Break. 


Although the blame for yesterday’s 
sharp reaction was laid by Wall 
Street quite generally to the an- 
nouncement of efforts of the moving 
picture industry to set its own finan- 
cial house in order, this was con- 
strued widely as merely the peg on 
which the selling was hung, rather 
than its real reason. As a matter of 
fact, it had been known for more 
than a week that a drastic decline 
in motion picture salaries was to be 
put into effect, and the statement 
of the Paramount - Famous Players 
Company yesterday of its decision 
to reduce all salaries in excess of 
$50 a week by 10 per cent. was mere- 
ly the formal announcement. At any 
rate, this piece of news was seized 
gleefully by the bears, who literally 
dumped more stock into the market 
than the market would take. The 
first burst of selling proved the un- 


stable character of the support below 
the market, and when a succession 
of stop-loss orders had been touched 
off the decline became general. 


A Market Gpne Stale.

President of the North American 
Company..Reveals Controversy 
With Utilities Power and Light. 


‘A controversy between officials of 
the North American. Company and 
the Utilities Power and. Light Corpo- 
ration came to the notice of Wall 
Street yesterday through a statement 
issued by Frank L. Dame, President 
of ‘the former ‘company, denying 
that his company was interested in 
raising questions as to the legality 
of franchises affecting properties in 
St. Louis recently acquired by Utili- 
ties Power.

Louis has been greatly tated by 
increased valuations and attempts to 
raise rates as a result thereof, and 
the Union Company has merely sup- 
plied information in the possession 
of its counsel on the franchise and 
charter question at the request of 
the Mayor.”’

Italian lire soared more than 8 
points to 5.74% cents for checks yes- 
terday, displacing the year’s pre- 
vious high and carrying the record 
back to July, 1920. Business was in 
large amounts, one, two and more 
million lire frequently changing 
hands. The bulk of the buying 
orders came from abroad, and it was 
from this quarter that the first boom 
in the rate came, opening cables com- 
ing here around 5.70, after which 
a running fire of foreign buying, 
mixed with local interest, estab- 
lished the new high.

Of the gold now held abroad, the 
amount earmarked for the account 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York has been reduced $7,941,000, 
bringing it down to $9,413,000, so that 
the remainder of the metal held 
abroad is distributed among the other 
banks of the Federal Reserve 
System. | 
e theory of earmarking this gold 
abroad has been that this means of 
shutting off the flow of gold to this 
country will prevent embarrassment 
here from unwieldy stocks of the 
metal and at the same time permit 
the inclusion of these holdings in the 
system’s reserve. money rates 
here naturally have resulted in no 
small measure from the gold so far 
received and stored in the vaults of 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

Banks of issue in various parts of 
the world have gold earmarked in 
the Federal Reserve Bank for use 
as external reserves. 

The United States now has approxi- 
mately ,600,000,000 in gold, or 
about 50 percent. of the world’s sup- 
ply, so that the reduction noted this 
week is scarcely ‘fa drop in the 
bucket.’’

WHEAT PRICES FALL 


IN Ald MARKETS 


Long Wheat Comes Out Freely 
in Chicago, but Selling 
Affects Values. 


SENTIMENT {iS _ BEARISH 


Support is Lacking In Corn and 
Final Trades Are at 
Net Losses. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 23.—Long wheat 
came out freely today and while 
there was fair support early there 
was selling later on stop-loss orders, 
and those who had bids sold were 
forced to protect themselves. The 
finish was at net losses of 2% to 3% 
cents. Kansas City was weak and 2 
to 3% cents lower, with July leading, 
while Minneapolis declined 2% to 3% 
cents and Winnipeg 2 to 2% cents. 
There was some hedging pressure in 
the July here and at Kansas City, 
but as yet it was not heavy. 

Liverpool was off % to 1%d, while 
Buenos Aires finished unchanged to 
% cent lower, and private cables 
claimed that rains in the southern 
provinces were too light to be of 
material benefit. 

A much more bearish sentiment 
was noticeable among wheat traders 
after the close and there was some 
changing in position on the market, 
the belief being that, with harvesting 
making rather rapid progress in the 
Southwest and th continued lack 
of rt business, hedging pressure 
would prove too much for the limited 
speculative trade to absorb under ex- 
isting conditions, and that a lower 
level would be witnessed for the time 
being at least. 

The Spring wheat outlook on both 
sides of the international line is fa- 
vorable and the crop is reported as 
making good progress. Seaboard 
sentiment is being affected by the re- 
fusal of foreigners to take hold free- 
ly, and no es of consequence were 
claimed in any position. The sale of 
some new wheat at the Gulf for June 
shipment was confirmed, but the 
business was presumably to cover 
shorts. New wheat is starting to 
move in Kansas and practically all 
the leading markets in that State re- 
ported new in arriving, Kansas 
City alone having around twenty 
cars. A good part of it is damp as 
the result of recent rains. 

Foreign crop comments were some- 
what unfavorable but attracted little 
attention. At the low point today 
July was off around 10 cents from 
the recent high. 

Primary arrivals today, 709,000 
bushels; week ago, 445,000 bushels; 
last year, 1,071,000 bushels. Ship- 
ments, 431,000 bushels; week ago, 
669,000 bushels; last year, 584, 
bushels. ‘ 

Better weather conditions prevailed 
over the corn belt. Uncertainty as 
to the outcome of the Kessinger bill 
continues and support was less ag- 
gressive than of late. Final trades 
were at net losses of 1% to 1% cents, 
with July 5% cents under September 
at the last.

Mill Men Act on Suggestions of 
A. D. Whiteside of Na- 
tional Credit Office... 








WANT TO SHOW A PROFIT 





Last Year, According the Data 
Presented, There Was a Loss 
Amounting to $30,000,000. 


— — — — 


Comprehensive suggestions for im- 
proving conditions in the woolen and 
worsted industry were made by A. 
D. Whiteside, President of the Na- 
tional Credit Office, at a special 
meeting of almost 300 mill and sales 
representatives held yesterday at the 
Hotel Roosevelt. Outstanding among 
the recommendations made was the 
creation of a coordinating board for 
the industry to be composed of two 
committees, one to handle produc- 
tion and cost prcblems and the other 
to deal with distribution and adver- 
tising. 

The recommendation was adopted 
by the meeting and Howard R. Mer- 
rill of Lawrence & Co. was appointed 
Chairman of the Distribution Com- 
mittee, and R. S. Bartlett of the 
American Woolen Company and F. 
R. Tipper of Deering, Milliken & 
Co., Vice Chairmen. Franklin S. 
Hobbs of the Arlington Mills, Inc., 
was chosen Chairman of the Produc- 
tion Committee, of which R. Leland 
Keeney of the Somersville Manufac- 
turing Company and Nathaniel Ste- 
vens of the M. T. Stevens & Sons 
Company will serve as Vice Chair- 
men. 

The two committees will begin 
their work at once. They will meet 
separately next Wednesday at the 
Manhattan Club and will hold a joint 
session on the evening of that day 
at the same place. Arrangements 
have been made to coordinate the 
two so that the work may proceed 
effectively. 

The woolen industry, Mr. White- 
side said, lost $30,000,000 last year, 
and at the present rate of consump- 
tion of woolen and worsted fabrics 
the average mill can expect only to 
operate on a basis of 77.3 per cent. 
of its single-shift capacity. ‘‘We 
hope,“ he said, “‘that business will 
be better next year, and we hope that 
business will continually improve, 
but we have hoped this since 1924, 
and at the moment we have no bet- 
ter grounds on which to base the 
fulfillment of this hope than we had 
two years ago. 

“If the mills are to earn § per 
cent. on their invested capital during 
the next twelve months, prices must 
be raised. If the majority of the 
mills are figuring selling prices on 
the expectancy of operating their 
mills full time, they are starting from 
a point from which it will be ex- 
tremely difficult to earn a profit.”’ 

In securing this profit, Mr. White- 
side asserted, two things must be 
done. First, there must be a uni- 
form method of figuring costs, and, 
second, a general mark-up in the 
scale o fselling prices. In arriving 
at prices by each individual mill, he 
suggested that it is best to figure on 


then add a 6% per cent. mark-up to 
the figures, the result being the cor- 
rect selling price. 

Under the heading of production 
problems Mr. Whiteside took up the 
plan, previously suggested by many 
in the trade, of scrapping machinery. 
“‘At the best,’’ he said, ‘‘the reduc- 
tion in loomage by this means would 
be relatively slow. Unless it were 
done ona very large scale, it would 
be ineffectual, as the difference be- 
tween double-shift operations and de- 
mand shows such a wide margin. Un- 
der the circumstances, this proposal 
might be considered as of secondary 
importance.’’ 

With respect to reducing by agree- 
ment the number of looms in opera- 
tion, he said that if the experience of 
other industries is taken as a guide 
this idea will be eliminated entirely 
It cannot be expected, he asserted, 
that well-operated mills should con- 
tinue to curtail their production by 
agreement to benefit the industry in 
He likewise dismissed the 
tariff question from the immediate 
discussion. Segregation of reserve 
and surplus looms, he said, would 
probably result in the appointment of 
a Controller of Looms, for which the 
industry is not at present prepared. 

Taking up the reasons for the fall- 
ing off in the sale of men’s wear fab- 
rics, he pointed out that men’s wear 
sales have not increased as they 
should have because men are not 
spending as much of their income for 
wearing apparel as might be reason- 
ably expected. Sales of women’s wear 
woolens are difficult because women 
are not favorably disposed, for one 
reason or another, toward the use of 
these fabrics in their apparel as they 
are toward others, particularly silks. 
Short skirts have been a strong fac- 
tor in reducing yardage. Of the fab- 
rics purchased by the dress and cos- 
tume trade, amounting to $386,000,- 
000 according to Mr. Whiteside, only 
$41,000,000 represented woolens and 
worsteds. 

He went on to add that another fac- 
tor was of the greatest importance in 
restricting the net profits of the 
mills. This ‘‘menace’’ he described 
as ‘‘not sticking to a price.’’ The 
price concession that is made to ob- 
tain business, he said, more often 
loses it. : 

“There will never be a_ sellers 
market, or a market in fair balance, 
as long as a mill cannot make a 
price and stick to it. That is the 
one basic law of distribution which 
cannot be broken, for the act itself 
is the result. If a mill makes a price 
it should stick to it. When this is 
done 90 per cent. of the trade abuses 
that prevail at present will auto 
matically disappear, foi as a general 
rule the majority of customers will 
not cancel, make unjust claims or 
returns if the mill make a good sale 
and keeps firm prices.”’ 

But, yond these factors, Mr. 
Whiteside placed the burden of the 
woolen industry’s troubles on a total 
lack of industrial coordination. To 
provide this coordination he sug- 

ed t a coordinating board be 
ormed, which would give the indus- 
try a single identity to cope with its 
roblems of production and distribu- 
ion. The board would be divided 
into two major committees, one to 
deal with production and the other 
with distribution. 

“The Committee on Production 
would first influence the mills to 
use a common or uniform method of 
figuring costs,’’ Mr. Whiteside said. 
‘‘This could be done very quickly if 
the committee would decide upon a 
form and mail it to the mills to .e 
-filed out. ‘There might be some 
hesitancy on the part of mills in 
returning this form to a committee 
this capa ity the Nati al re tile

“In coordination with the Produc- 


tion ttee, another group would

If special dis- 
counts are to be given on org 
sales, let that be understood, but the 
minimum prices should be made at

“The. second step that I urgently 
suggest is that an exhaustive inves- 
tigation be: made -of what may 
be accomplished through advertising. 
There is no. necessity for — 
a great deal of money at first, but 
believe that the mills will. very soon 
consider a_ carefully laid, well- 
Cee plan of .putting. in the 
minds of every: man and -woman in 
this coun the fact that woolens 
and wors are the logical mate- 
rials from which. apparel should be 
made—that they are smart, that they 
are healthful and that they are the 
natural, normal outer apparel for 
women, men and children.”’

PARMET AND OSHRIN REPLY. 


Lawyers Say Ernst Charges in the 
Lydig Case Are Unfair. 


Affidavits in defense of their pro- 
fessional ethics and protesting at 


what they term ‘unfair charges’’ 
will be filed by Charles C. Parmet 
and H. H. Oshrin, attorneys for the 
trustee and a creditor of the bank- 
rupt estate of Mrs. Rita H. de Acosta 
Lydig, when the hearing of bank- 
ruptcy charges against Mrs. Lydig is 
resumed at 2 P. M. today before Rob- 
ert P. Stephenson, referee in the 
case. 

The action of the lawyers is an out- 
growth of charges made on Wednes- 
day by Irving L. Ernst, attorney for 
Mrs. Lydig, that Herman Johnson, 
formerly employed as a butler by 
Mrs. Lydig was questioned by them 
under illegal circumstances. Neither 
Mr. Ernst nor the referee was pres- 
ent when Johnson gave testimony on 
Monday afternoon to the effect that 
Mrs. Lydig lived in luxury and had 
assets that had not been revealed. 
Mr. Ernst has threatened to bring 
the lawyers iato a Federal court for 
punishment. 

The affidavits to be filed today will 
charge that Mr. Ernst, as attorney 
for the bankrupt had no legal right 
to be present during the taking of 
Johnson’s testimony and that the ab- 
sence of the referee was not in vio- 
iation of bankruptcy court practice. 
The questioning of witnesses in such 
actions is to aid the trustee in locat- 
ing assets, said Mr. Parmet, and so 
long as witnesses are sworn and do 
not demand that the referee be pres- 
ent they can give evidence for the 
court record as Johnson did. 

“Johnson came to me and ex- 
pressed a desire to tell what he 
knew,’’ said Mr. Parmet. ‘‘He had a 
passport for Norway and did not plan 
to return for six weeks. We had to 
work fast and so we took his testi- 
mony immediately.”’ 


TO OPEN CAROLINA BRIDGE. 


Exercises and Pageant Will Be Held 
at Edenton July 20. 
Special to The New York Times. 


EDENTON, N. C., June 23.—The 
newly completed bridge across the 
Chowan River, forming an important 
link in the South Atlantic Coastal 
Highway, will be opened with exer- 
cises and a pageant of Colonial 
times, on July 20. 

After ceremonies at the bridge 
there will be a motor car procession, 
headed by Governor McLean, to 
Edenton, the oldest town in the 
State. At the entrance to the town a 
herald will halt the procession and 
Governor Charles Eden, early Colo- 
nial Governor, accompanied by Joseph 
Hewes, signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, and James Iredell, 
Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court in Washington’s time, 
will welcome the guests to the town. 
Governor Eden will present to the 
present Governor a proclamation on 
vellum giving him the keys of the 
city for the day. 

The bridge is a mile and a half 
long, the longest highway bridge 
over fresh water on the Atlantic 
coast.

Mr. Osborn then handed the key 
to the shelter to 8-year-old Margaret 
Gerisch, a pupil in the west side 
school of the society, which adjoins 
the playground. Margaret, who wore 
a pretty pink silk frock, unlocked the 
door and delivered her little speech 
of thanks on behalf of the mothers 
and children. 

The shelter is a model two-room 
and bath apartment on the ground 
floor of the society’s building on the 
east side of the playground. There 
is a ramp for the baby carriages, a 
big bathtub for the mothers and a 
place for a baby’s bathtub, which is 
soon to be installed! The interior 
decoration was done by Miss Made- 
line Bellew, a teacher at the school. 

The program of entertainment in- 
cluded a pageant, folk dances and 
boxing contests, given under the di- 
rection of Miss Laura Giannini.

Bates of Newark, Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge, have administered the 
affairs of the Grand Lodge, and be- 
cause the officers fear they will fail 
of re-election, they have conspired to 
have the convention place changed to 
Cleveland, the complaint says. The 
dates announced for the convention 
are Aug. 22 to 27..

HOLDS PRICE-FIXING ILLEGAL 


Gilbert Montague Stresses Supreme 
Court Rulings in Wisconsin Speech. 


GREEN BAY, Wis., June 23.— 
Price-fixing ‘“‘agreements and com- 
binations’”’ are outlawed, even though 
the prices are reasonable, by recent 
Supreme Court decisions, Gilbert H. 
Montague of New York told the Wis- 
consin State Bar Association. at its 
annual meeting here eytserday. 

All possibility of amending the 
anti-trust laws, so as to exempt 
agreements or combinations the ob- 
ject and purpose of which are to con- 
trol operations at a reasonable profit 
or to market at reasonable profit 
those products which cannot other- 
wise be so marketed, is completely 
dissipated,’’ Mr. Montague said, **by 
the Supreme Court’s decision on 
June 6, 1927, in the Cline case. 

“Such a law, says the Supreme 
Court, would set up an utterly im- 
practicable standard for a jury’s de- 
cision. This, the Supreme Court 
held, amounted to a denial of due 
processes of law, and was therefore 
in violation of the Fourteenth 
— — of the Federal Constitu- 

on. 

‘This Supreme Court decision puts 
the quietus on all proposals recently 
made, in various quarters, to amend 
the Sherman act and the Clayton 
act along these lines, since the pro- 
visions of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment there involved are by the Fifth 
Amendment of the Federal Constitu- 
tion made applicable to all Congres- 
sional statutes.’’ 


WOMEN BEARDED LIKE MEN. 


Characteristic of Strange Tribe in 
the Voralberg Mountains. 


VIENNA, June 23 ).—A strange 
tribe, whose women, like the men, 
are bearded and which is voluntarily 
isolated in the Voralberg Mountains, 
has been ‘‘discovered’’ by tourists. 
This tribe, the Walsertal, has long 
been known to exist, but was almost 
forgotten, as no outsiders are al- 
lowed to settle in its valley, and the 
people shun contact with the world. 
One person is chosen to do whatever 
business is necessary with civiliza- 
tion, and this contact job descends 
in the family. 

Marriages are made within the 
tribe. he people raise their own 
cattle and grain and weave their 
own cloth. eir language is a dia- 
lect unintelligible to German-speak- 
ing Austrians. Outsiders they regard 
as beggars and so describe them, be- 
cause the only persons who ever ven- 
ture into their region are those seek- 
ing something, if only information 
about roads.
